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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
"predetermined breaking point (8) . . . arranged in the region of the tube 
forming or at an interface between the condenser pad and the coolant cooling 
part of the heat exchanger" of claim 2 must be shown or the feature{s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation 
that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered 
indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and 
bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte 
Wuy 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. 86 Inter. 1989), as to where broad 
language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated 
that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to 
whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the 
remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex 
parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 6 
recites the broad recitation ".05 to 2mm'', and the claim also recites "1 to 1.5 
mm" which is the narrower statement of the range/ limitation. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a 
patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102{a, e) as being 
anticipated by Siler. 

Siler shows the use of angled cutouts 42, 44 in a channel shaped side 
frame that form a weakened section defined by the remaining webs 56, 70, 72. 
Note lines 55-65 of column 4 regarding claim 6. Regarding the recited cutouts 
of claim 7, note the portions 50, 54 of cutouts 42, 44 that extend into the 
flanged legs 34, 36 of channel- shaped side plates 18, 20. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as anticipated by Uchikawa 
et al. or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Uchikawa et 
al. in view of Springer. 
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See the embodiments shown in Figs. 12 and 13 of Uchikawa et al. The 
notch 135 provided in these side frames is believed to meet the claimed 
"predetermined breaking point*". Clearly, the application of sufficient tension 
will provide a tear or failure of the side frames at the point at which such 
notches are provided. Even assuming arguendo that such is not the case, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
instant invention was made an obvious substitution of equivalents to 
substitute a weakened portion defined by cut out slots in place of the 
expandable/ flexible portions taught in other embodiments of Uchikawa et al. 
Note that Springer expressly shows the equivalence of providing flexible bellows 
formations vs. proving slots to permit differential expansion due to thermal 
gradients in heat exchangers. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

The remaining references cited concern the provision of cutouts or slots 
in side braces for heat exchanger cores to compensate for thermal expansion.
